® iminrd  I.'IClifimt,  who  hurl  lotne  to 
it  the  tilMV  of  the  Ilesolulinn.  ti  scheme  cm* 
iclc  uYcmirt,  vialiui,  and  jmrke.  riocii  yenm 
I the  National  PiirU  Cunmiiiwion,  computed 
•if  i)uiiicl  I],  Burnhiim,  Charles  K.  MeKini,  Aiii;rustii« 
Snint-Guiidi'iis,  and  Frederiik  Law  Olmsted,  Jr.,  rc- 
purled  their  plaiin  for  the  derelopmeiil  and 
impruvejiiciil  of  Wunhiiigtuii.  they  pmetieolly 
adopted  those  submitted  by  this  lung-foi^ottcn 
and  unknown  engineer,  who  dicil  with  no 
protnisc  that  his  work  would  ever  be  earned 
into  effeet.  Ijitrobe,  one  of  the  nrchiteets  of 
the  Capitol,  draws  Ihle  [mthetic  pi'ii  picture  of 
the  mini  who  first  smight  to  iimkc  Wiishingtoii 
liemitiful.  Under  dale  of  -AiigUKt  12,  1800, 
he  writes; 

"Daily  throufrh  the  city  stalks  the  piclure 
of  famine,  I.'Enfnnt  and  his  dog.  The  nian 
of  the  eitv  is  probably  his,  tliocigh  others 
ehiiin  it.  Tliis  singular  man,  of  whom  it  in 
not  known  wlndher  he  was  ever  edileiltcd  to 
his  profrs.ioii  or  not,  hud  tlie  cuiimge  to 
iimletluke  niiy  piihlie  work  limt  might  In- 
■ilTered  to  liiin.  lie  has  not  niueeided  in  niiv, 
but  was  always  hmient  iiiid  in  now  miserably 
poor.  He  is  too  proud  to  receive  any  osiisl* 
nms-.  and  it  is  very  doubtful  in  w’hnl  manner 
he  subsists.'' 

Tlie  original  plan  of  L'Enfant  consisted  of 
•prieiding  iiicnues  diverging  fniiii  the  Capitol, 
and  a wide  purkwnv  or  espluinide  ntrelehing 
in  tree-bordered  wiilks  amt  greemsward  from 
the  Capitol  to  the  I'lilumnc.  The  lirst  park 
eommiosion.  wlien  they  adopted  this,  saw  lit 
to  place  the  propnsed  l.liicolii  Memorial  on  the 
riverside  nt  the  end  of  this  pnrkwav,  on  the 
nsis  made  hy  the  dome  of  the  Capitol  and  tin- 
M'nshington  monument.  This  site  is  in  what 
is  now  known  ns  I'nluiiiue  Park,  niid  is  near 
the  npproaeh  lo  the  meiimrlal  hridge  that 
will  caiineet  the  elty  of  Washington  and 
Arlington. 

The  Fine  .\rU  Coiimil  that  wns  anpomted 
hy  President  Hoosivelt,  u b'sly  of  thirty 
artists — iirehileels.  painters,  sculptors,  ulid 
lundsenpe  garilenere— coiillriiied  this  judg- 
ment. loiter,  on  May  17,  lUHl,  a Commis- 
sion of  Fine  Arts,  serving  witlimit  pny.  was 
ap)ininUd  under  an  act  of  Cimgress  by  Presi- 
dent Tnft.  It  wiis  eompased  of  the  follnwing 
distinguished  numbers;  D,  H,  Riirnhuin,  F, 

D.  Millet,  T'homns  Hastings,  Daniel  French, 

ChnrIcB  Moure,  and  Kredcriek  Imw  Olmsted, 

Jr.  In  their  rcpi-t  of  July  17.  HHI.  this 
eommiMion  nnaniiiinusly  conciirri'd  in  the 
views  of  their  prederessors  ns  (o  the  most 
udvniitageoua  site  for  the  memorial. 

,Tohn  Hay.  a man  of  taste  and  judgment, 
liad  in  these  words  given  ills  opinion:

" A I unili-r.vlaml  it.  the  ploee  of  honor  is  on  the 
iitaiii  axis  of  (lie  plan.  Lincoln,  of  nil  .Xiiu'rieans  next 
lo  Wasliingtoii.  deserves  this  plivve  of  honor,  lie  was 
of  the  iiiiimirtnls.  Vnii  mn«t  not  npproueh  Usi  eluse 
lo  the  ImmorLils.  His  iiioiiuiiieiit  should  stand  alone, 
iiuiolv  from  tlie  caimmun  liahilations  of  man,  apart 
from  the  husim-os  and  turmoil  of  the  city;  isolated, 
distmguisheil,  and  wrene.  <1/  nil  the  sites,  this,  near 
the  I’otomue.  is  must  suited  tu  the  piirjneie.'' 

The  Commission  of  Hue  .Vtls  plaissl  in  iioniiiiutioii 
lor  the  pO'ilion  of  nrehib-et  for  the  l.ineola  ini'iiinriai 
Mr.  Henry  Ilueon,  of  New  Vork  City;  and  tlie  l.inenlii 
Memorial  Cuniiiiission,  made  uji  of  I'ri-.sident  Taft. 
Seiinloni  Shelliy  M.  Cnilom,  II.  1).  Money,  nnd  George 


IVaboiIy  Wetmore-  and  Reprv-si-ntative*  .Toseph  O. 
Cannon,  Chatiip  Clark,  and  ^miiel  W.  McCall,  np- 
jiniiited  -Mr.  Itiu-on  to  ilesign  an  ap|iroprinte  memorial. 

Two  or  three  otlier  sites  hove  l«a-n  suggi-aUsI , but  Mr. 
naeiin,  after  n careful  survey,  also  became  couviucod 
that  tlie  I’uluiiise  Park  site  was  the  only  giroper  one. 
Witli  an  eye  In  the  natural  surroundings,  which  are 
eupable  of  great  deVe1o|inu‘iit.  lu*  evolved  a plan,  com* 
preheiLsire  and  dignified.  whoH'  position  is  shown  by 
the  oecvanpaiiying  illustration*.  In  some  iiieanure  re- 
w-mhling  a Grvsk  Temple,  the  iiieinorinl  is.  lu  ipintu 
from  11  r<wnt  description:  " reetang'iilar,  iviiidovv- 
les.s  huilding,  iH-ing  surrounded  by  u colonnade  eom- 
posid  of  thirty-six  Doric  columns  forty-four  feet  liigh 
anil  seven  feet  live  inrhes  in  diameter  at  tlie 
base."  The  iimterial  will  be  white  niurhie. 
This  colonnade,  with  the  building  it  ineloses, 
will  stnnd  on  n terruce  bounded  by  gniiiile 
walls.  T'he  thirty'-six  eoluiuns  will  n-preMint 
the  slates  in  the  Union  in  I.ineolii's  time — 
the  Union  which  he  prescrvcvl-  On  the  frieze 
over  each  eolumii  will  he  earvol  in  high  relief 
wreaths  made  of  pine  nml  laurel,  nml  to  the 
right  nf  each  of  these  will  1k‘  cut  tin*  name  of 
a slate;  while  on  the  attic,  the  extension  of 
tile  ix-lln  appi'iiriiig  nliove  the  cornice,  w'ill  be 
enrvixl  iiieinorinl  gnrlniids  of  festoons  of  im- 
mortelles nnd  wheat,  one  for  each  state  in  the 
Uiiinii  at  the  tinie  the  memorial  is  creeted, 
whicli,  pix'suniahly,  will  be  furlv-eiglit. 

Thus  the  bnihiiiig  will  typify  the  Union, 
the  great  idea  which  was  eoiicvived  hy  the 
hnilders  of  the  Itepublie.  uiid  which  Lincoln 
helped  lo  preserve  anil  jierpeluiiti-— an  idea 
which  siirvivc-s.  In  no  Is-tter  way  could  Lin- 
coln he  iiiemorialir.i-d. 

The  sire  of  this  memoriul  will  not  be  aUiiie 
i|H  elaini  lo  one  of  the  world's  great  monu- 
ments. yet  the  ti  rmee  will  lie  'i.'ili  fist  long  by 
ISU  m-l  wide,  the  colonnade  188  hvt  hy  118 
fisit;  Hie  cella  will  meiisure  l.Vl  fevt  hy  85 
fisit,  and  the  ceiling  will  U-  U»  fi-ct  above 
the  lloor,  the  interior  Ionic  eolumiis  Is-ing 
.111  feet  ill  lieight- 

II  is  till-  iiileiitinn  that  a atntne  of  Lincoln 
will  "land  din-etly  opposite  the  main  entmiice 
and  that  on  the  walls  will  appear  nt  oppusi(<> 
ends  the  immortal  words  of  Lineoln’s  Oettys- 
Uurg  speech  ami  liis  aevoiid  inaugural  speech. 

Krimtv'l  by  n wide  nmrb1e-rlmme<l  Ingooii, 
led  11)1  to  by  Hu-  lung  visUi*  of  the  tree-lined 
avenues,  and  siirrimndisl  hy  the  o(>on  veriluri*- 
I'overcil  H|uiees.  (his  nieiiiiirial  should  havi'  a 
eharueter  of  isolation  typical  of  the  gnat 
limn  who  in  tils  lone1iwes.H  of  soiil  »tvsMl  nut 
purposely  nluof,  hut  remote,  with  n gmndeur 
all  his  n'w'ii  like  a monument. 

The-reports  of  llu«e  various  eommissiima 
have  reeeived  the  amirovnl  of  tin-  Uiiilcvl 
States  Senate,  nnd  the  matter,  having  Ihs-ii 
brought  Is'fore  the  Ilom-e  of  Itepreselita-

It  is  lo  be  liopisl  Hint  la-fore  long  the  work 
on  tills  memorial  will  lie  iH-guii.  It  will  la-  a 
step  toward  the  la-nutifying  of  Washington 
and  a worthy  moniiment  to  .Ahmhnm  I.ineoln.
